Dear Friend: 

I‘ve enclosed a specially numbered ballot assigned 
for your personal use. 

I want you to tell us which five ultra-liberal U.S. 
Senators you most want to defeat in the 1982 elections. 

I want you to think about your choices very care¬ 
fully. 

Because the five Senators you and other conserva¬ 
tives help us select today will be targeted for defeat 
in 1982 by the National Conservative Political Action 
Committee (NCPAC). 

And, if recent history is any guide, at least 4 out 
of 5 of the men chosen will be removed from the U.S. 
Senate next year. 

That was NCPAC's victory record in the last elec¬ 
tion. We targeted the five most liberal men up for 
election in 1980 in the U.S. Senate and beat 4 out of 5 
Including: — George McGovern, Frank Church, Birch Bayh 
and John Culver . 

I've enclosed a complete list of the 21 liberal 
Senators up for re-election in 1982 for you to choose 
from including: 

** Teddy Kennedy (Democrat — Massachusetts), the 
number one liberal in America today. 

** Lowell Weicker (Republican — Connecticut), has 
said he will vote with liberal Democrats to 
stop President Reagan's conservative programs. 

** Harrison Williams (Democrat — New Jersey), Big 
Labor's number ^spokesman in the U.S. Senate

All 21 liberal Senators have consistently opposed 
tax cuts, voted against balanced budgets and against a 
strong national defense. Almost all of them voted to 
give away the Panama Canal. 

The list I've enclosed includes vote ratings for 
each Senator. 

We are calling this project Target 1 82 . And we 
very much want you and other conservatives to be a part 
of it. 

In fact, you're one of the first conservatives 
we've told about Target '82 . 

At this point you may be saying, "Hold on, I 
thought we already took over the Senate in 1980. Why 
do we need this Target '82 project?" 

Let me be perfectly frank. 

True, we did elect a "Republican" majority to the 
Senate. But what we don't have is a conservative major¬ 
ity. 


Because right now, if liberal Republican Senators 
like Lowell Weicker, Robert Stafford and John Chafee 
vote with the Democrats, as they've already threatened 
to do, they'll have a 5JL vote majority . 

This means liberal forces in the Senate 
still have enough votes to stop conser¬ 
vative legislation if they want to, in¬ 
cluding President Reagan's proposals to 
cut taxes, inflation and regulations and 
to restore our national defense. 

I think you'll agree with me it's essential Pres¬ 
ident Reagan have a solid conservative majority in the 
U.S. Senate in order to pass his bold conservative 
programs like the Kemp/Roth 30% tax cut plan. 

Besides, 1982 will be a tremendous opportunity to 
pick up seats for conservatives. 24 liberal Senators 
are up for re-election. 

Many of these men will be extremely vulnerable to 
conservative challenges. An opportunity to defeat this 
many liberal at once will not appear again for many 
years. If ever. 

Obviously, NCPAC does not have the resources to 
target all 24 liberal Senators. But I believe we can 
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have a significant impact in at least 5 races. And, if 
we can win five races, we will have a solid conservative 
majority in the Senate. 

I'm turning to you and other dedicated conserva¬ 
tives today to help us pick five races to start on 
immediately. 

As you may know, NCPAC launched a similar project 
for the 1980 elections. 


We called our project that year Target '80. 

Maybe you've read about Target '80 in Time or Newsweek 
or seen me talk about it on the Today Show or Phil 
Donahue Show. 


Target '80 was the most successful political pro¬ 
ject ever undertaken by conservatives, next to the 
election of 


as President. 


In one stroke we removed 4 of the most important 
liberals in the U.S. Senate and crushed the leadership 
of the liberal movement. All 4 of these men were all 
replaced by solid conservatives. 

Conservatives like you made Target _ ' 80 possible. 

With your help, we plan to use the same successful 
techniques we used in 1980. 


We'll produce first rate advertising — TV, radio, 
and newspaper ads -- showing the voters back home ex¬ 
actly how their Senators vote in Washington. 

When we did this in South Dakota, George McGovern's 
popularity rating fell 20 points.
